is in operation in that city: 


South Bend, Indiana, June 5th, 1905. 


Annual profit on Water Plant about sixty thousand dolars per year. Rates private bath tub $3 
per year; closet $2 per year, basin $1.50 per year, sprinkling 10 cents per foot. Will send annual 


report.

You will observe that in addition to making 
$60,000 A YEAR 
The South Bend plant furnished water to citizens cheaper 
than Terre Haute citizens get their water. In South Bend the 
rate for sprinkling purposes is 10 cents per foot up to thirty 
feet frontage and 4 cents for each additional foot. Thus a 
lot with forty foot frontage would cost the consumer $3.80 
per year. Get your water receipt and compare the rate you 
are paying the Terre Haute Water Works Company with these 
figures and see if they are not lower by about half than the 
Terre Haute charges AND YET THE SOUTH BEND 
CITY PLANT MAKES $60,000 PER YEAR PROFIT. 
NO EXTENSION OF FRANCHISE.

“THE ESTIMATED COST OF THE WATER FUR- 
NISHED THE CITY FREE DURING THE YEAR 1904 
BEING $55,056.24 IN EXCESS OF THE AMOUNT PAID 
FROM THE TAX LEVY ON ACCOUNT OF THE WA- 
TER WORKS, SHOWS THE ADVANTAGE TO THE 
CITY IN OWNING AND CONTROLLING ITS OWN 
WATER SYSTEM.” —Extract from report of C. P. Crevis- 
ton, Clerk of the Department of Public Works of South Bend 
for the year 1904, page 128, Printed Annual Reports of the 
South Bend Public Departments for year 1904. 

The South Bend city water plant has been in operation since 
JSF. 

The city of South Bead, by the annualceports of 1904, has 
612 fire hydrants and 155 fire hydrants owned by manufac- 
turers, a total of 767 fire hydrants in use up to January 1, 
1905. (Page 147, Annual Reports of 1904.) 

Four miles of new water mains were laid in South Bend 
during 1904. Up to January 1, 1905, 7214 miles of water 
mains were laid. 

“The number of water junctions to January 1, 1905, was 
7,486. The number of water connections to January 1, 1894, 
was 2,294, showing an increase of 5,192 water connections 
since 1894.”—Extract from the report of Frederick Schafer, 
superintendent of the South Bend city water plant for 1904, 
page 116. 

“T would respectfully call the attention of your honorable 
body to the above increase in water connections made since 
January 1, 1894, being 5,192, an average of 472 per year, with 
a total of 7,486; also, an increase of 44 iniles, 2,975 feet of 
water mains in eleven years, with a total of nearly 7214 miles 
and an increase of 332 fire hydrants, with a total of 612. 
Forty-two fire hydrants have been added for the protection of 
the city and manufacturers, and 566 additional service con- 
nections made. There are petitions on file to come in for the 
extension of water mains.” Extract from the report of Fred- 
erick Schafer, superintendent of the South Bend city water 
plant, for 1904, page 116. 

“The water works, being municipal, furnishes without rev- 
water bonds, $8,390 ; water works sinking fund, $9,058.09.” — 
Extract from South Bend report of 1904, page 128. 

‘ ‘The water works, being municipal, furnishes without rev- 
enue, municipal departments, public schools, etc. There are 
thirteen public watering troughs. -The water furnished the 
city free of charge for the year ending December 31, 1904, 
amounted to $72,504.33, an increase of $5,350.44 over 1903. 
This amount of water furnished the citu free of charge during 
1904, was made up as follows: 

School buildings, $2,410.64; fire department, $250.09 ; pub- 
lic library, $57.97; city hall, $128.80; Howard park, $2,- 
326.80; Peck park, $65.25; Leeper park, $84; city cemetery, 
fountains, sprinkling, ete., $7,359.22; 107 sewer flush tanks, 
$15,587.76; thirteen public watering troughs, $9,718.80; 767 
fire hydrants, $34,515. Total water furnished the city of 
South Bend free of charge during 1904, $72,504.33.—Extract 
from report of ©. P. Creviston, clerk South Bend department 
of public works for 1904, pages 127 and 128.
